And yet we fear that 
those simple, wholesome Indianapolis ideas will not supply the guiding 
light of the new Administration, Perhaps we are wrong — but the light 
of a pitch-pine knot from the Maine woods seems to play over the path 
of the eminent gentleman for whose sake Mr. W, W. Dudley sacrificed 
the faded remnants of his reputation.

Perhaps we are wrong. We heard a great deal, last Summer, about 
the triumph of the better element of the Republican party. The ‘better 
element” had dictated the choice of Mr. Harrison as the party’s nominee

for President. His nomination was announced as an evidence of a desire 
to return to the bright times of ‘moral ideas.” It was a victory over 
Blaine and Blaine-ism, It was a public notification that the party would 
no longer permit a man of sullied character to seek the greatest office in 
the people’s gift. The good times had come back. Unblemished char- 
acter was to be once again a necessary qualification for the man whom 
his party proposed for the Presidency. And so the bright dawn of reform 
and repentance lit the political horizon, and the sun of Harrison arose in 
the heavens. And, as soon as it was well up and beaming brightly in the 
eyes of all men, all men could see that James G. Blaine was Secretary of 
State.

But, said the friends of the Administration, Mr. Blaine might be 
Secretary of State, and, still, Mr. Harrison might be Premier of his own 
cabinet.

But, as things are, it looks much 
as though the Premier of the present cabinet was elected when the 
Electoral College cast a majority of its votes for Benjamin Harrison, of 
Indiana. Perhaps, we repeat, we are wrong. But how does it look? 
If Mr. Blaine was not nominated at Chicago Jast summer, under the name 
(by grace of a political fiction,) of Benjamin Harrison, will any friend of 
the Administration tell us why the Administration carries out the Blaine 
idea with unfaltering force and directness of purpose ?

We can not say that we expect any friend of the Administration to 
tell us why. Any loyal friend of the Administration would probably deny 
our premises, and tell us that the Administration was doing nothing ot 
the sort —that Mr. Blaine was kept in his place and allowed no more 
authority than became a humble and subservient Secretary of State. 
“*Look,” the friend of the Administration would say; ‘‘look at the case 
of Mr. Whitelaw Reid. Every one knows that for years and years he has 
yearned to be the Minister of the United States at the Court of St. James’s. 
Mr. Blaine has known of his yearning, and Mr. Blaine could not afford to 
let him yearn unheeded, if he held the power to satisfy him. And vet 
Mr. Whitelaw Reid is offered the mission to plain Republican France, and 
another man is to kiss Victoria’s hand at the low-necked levee. Does not 
this prove that President Harrison is mighty in his own council?” It 
does, if it proves that Mr. Blaine has absolutely taken leave of his brains. 
But if Mr. Blaine is still in possession of that amount of common sense 
which teaches him to go indoors during a period of barometrical depression 
and heavy rainfall, it proves only that Mr. Blaine is aware of the fact that 
Mr. Whitelaw Reid must be fersona non grata at the Court of St. James’s, 
and that he could never be accepted there as the representative of the 
United States or of any other power on earth.

Mr. Whitelaw Reid is the editor of the 77¢une, (founded by Horace 
Greeley,) and, as editor of the 7rzbune, he has for years assailed the 
government of which Lord Salisbury is the Prime Minister, Desirous, 
like too many public men in this country, to gain the influence of the 
“*Trish vote,” he has lost no opportunity to insult and slander the mem- 
bers of a government in friendly relations with the United States.
